The re charier.— W h e n M r W h ite, of Bos- 


ton, made the motion in our L egislature, to 
consider the expediency of instructing our 
delegation in Congres», to procure a re*char 
1er of the Hank o f the U. Slates, we believed 
the m o v em en t to originate from the Hank it- 
sett ; and at that tune, on the 13lii instant, we 
■aid—“ T o intim ate that this m o v em en t, like 
the 
miserable abortion about the 
deposits, 
consum m ated on Saturday e v en in g at F a n e u il 
Hall, proceeded from the Hank itself, would 
be only aaying w hat m u st appear ev id en t to 
every observer.” 
T h is suggestion was ridiculed as idle and 
p re p o stero u s—bu t now , we have more light 


on the subject ; so m u ch , th a t people will be 
able to perceive, as we did then, th at the mo* 
tion em an ated from the Hank, and was in ten d ­ 
ed as a snare, to entrap and com m it the L egis­ 
lature o f this State upon this subject. 
It is needless for us to point out the relation 
in which Mr W ebster stands to the Hank, as 
its legal and professional ad v o cate, for the 
public, we presum e, are well informed on 
that point. 
W ell, M r W eb ster, true to his 


trust, (as the H ank's S e n a to r) has been try in g 
to negotiate a renew al of the charter, at the 
same lim e, an d on the sam e plan, that Mr 
W h ite ofiered in the le g is la tu re of this State. 
W o copy th e follow ing from the N. Y. 
Jo u rn a l of C om m erce, in proof of w hat we 
state :— 
“ As to (lie effort« of M r W ebster and Mr 
L aw re n c e, which have been so m uch spoken 
of, and to which we have looked with anxiety, 
for relief from the perplexities and em barrass­ 
m ents in which the co u n try is involved, this 
is the history. 
M r 
W eb ste r, in 
the 
first 
place, en d eavored to bring about a re-charter 
of the present B ank ; but failing in that, lie 
n e x t proposed a new Hank with a capital of 
fifty m illions o f dollars, the stockholders of 
th e present Hank to have liberty to subscribe 
their shares in the new one. 
T o obviate the 
Constitutional objections o f the President, it 
was proposed that this Hank should he locat­ 
ed in the D istrict of C olum bia, w ith liberty 
to establish B ra n d ie s elsew here, subject to 
the consent o f the L egislatures of the respect­ 
ive States.
